IMFKOVING OHIO STKEP:T. 
T he action of the city council in 
selecting for use on Oliio street the 
brick that stood the best test will 
be generally endorsed. 
Ohio street is the thoroughfare 
w^here traiiic is heaviest, and Seda- 
lians naturally desire it to be paved 
with the best material to be had. 
W h e n the paving is being done, 
however, there is another im prove­ 
ment that should be made. 
The 
street 
railw ay 
com pany 
should put dow n a Hat rail, so 
that its track w'ill interfere as little 
as possible with the passage of ve­ 
hicles over and along the street. 
T he comfort and convenience of 
the community demands tliis im­ 
provement, 
and 
the 
D e > t o c r a t 
believes the new owners w ill see 
that it is to their interest to show 
that much regard for the public. 
W ith the street railw ay roadbed 
constructed as at present, it is a 
miracle that serious accidents are 
not of frequent occurrence, and the 
interest of the com pany as well as 
of the com munity demands that 
the car line be so constructed as to 
reduce the danger to life and limb 
to a minimum. 
T he city authorities should look 
after this matter at once, and, if 
an ordinance is necessary to secure 
the improvement, adopt it imme­ 
diately. 
Business men and property o w n ­ 
ers should begin forthwith to urge 
this improvement and make the 
demand for it imperative.
